THE NEXT LEGISLATURE. 


While there is always more or less po- 


litical interest attached to the election 
of * Legislature in Nevada, this is an 
off year BO far as the selection of a 
United States Senator is concerned, and 
•with the exception of the State Senators 
t» be chosen this Fall, the Senatorial 
question will not be an important factor 
in the election of members of the Leg- 
islature. Through the magnanimity of 
the last Senate, the Republicans being 
largely in the majority, a bill was passed 
reducing the next Legislature to a mem- 
bership of sixty, the Assembly to con- 
sist of forty and the Senate of twenty. 
In order to cut down State expenses, 
the Republicans, by their stand on this 
question, Tirtually turned over the con- 
trol of the next State Senate to the Dem- 
ocrats, for the tidal ware which floated 
Col. J. G. Fair into the TJ. S. Senate 
swept nine Democrat State Senators 
into the Capitol at Carson, the Be publi- 
cans only electing Hobart, of Eureka, 
and Hammond, of Carson. T. T. Fox 
and 3. A. Brumsey, of Storey, Jerry 
.Schooling, of Washoe, W J Westerfleld, 
•ol Iiyon, Chas. McConnell, of Hum- 
bolcft, J. B. Tolley, of Elko, W. H. 
Henderson, of Lincoln, Thos. Rockhill, 
•of White Pine, and J. T. Williams, of 
Nye, are the Democratic hold-overs. As 
eleven will constitute a majority in the 
next Senatei, the Democrats need but 
two to give them the necessary number. 
The nine State Senators to be elected 
•ites Fall must be chosen from Esmer- 
alda, Douglas, Ormsby, Storey, Washoe, 


• Churchill, Elko, Eureka and Lander. 


The Republicans have more than an 
jsven show to elect their candidates in 
«ach county, excepting Churchill, Elko 
and Lander, these three being,naturally 
Democratic, but should Kaiser be re- 
nominated in Churchill, and Farrell in 
Lander, the Republicans would carry 
those two counties, so that it is possible 
that the next Senate may ba equally di- 
vided, and the Lieutenant Governor 
have the casting vote on all political 
questions. But even conceding that the 
Senate will be Democratic by one or 
two majority, we consider it certain that 
the Legislature will be Republican on 
oint ballot, for of the forty members of 
the Assembly to be chosen the Republi- 
cans are reasonably certain of having 
the ten from Storey, one from Donglas, 
three from Eureka, two from Esmer- 
alda, one from White Pine, two from 
Lyon, three from Ormsby, three from 
Washoe, or twenty-five in all. The 
chances are that this number will be in- 
creased to thirty, rather than suffer any 
redaction. 


The Appropriation Bill.

The House Committee on Appropria- 


tions, after four days consideration of 
the Legislative, Executive and Judicial 
Appropriation bill, completed 
that 


measure Friday and authorized Repre- 
sentative Kasson to report it to the 
House. The principal features of the 
bill are as follows: It increases the cler- 
ical force engaged in the preparation of 
pension oases to such an extent as to 
enable the Commissioner to examine 
and adjust all pending claims within 
three years. It directs the Secretary of 
War to transfer all the records in the 
office of the Surgeon-General of the 
army, from which evidence is furnished 
for the settlement .of invalid pensions, 
and also the clerks" employed upon such 
records, to the office of the Adjutant- 
General of the army, if, ,in his judg- 
ment, the work of furnishing such evi- 
dence could be facilitated so that the 
number of clerks employed upon such 
work can be materially reduced in num- 
ber by such transfer. It authorizes the 
Adjutant-General' to use, part of thf 
State Department building for offices, 
and thus effect a saving of $15,000 per 
annum, now paid for rental of offices in 
other and less secura buildings. Finally, 
it strictly prohibits the employment in 
Executive departments of any other 
clerks than those for which it specially 
provides, and renders impossible many 
abuses and irregularities which charac- 
terize the old system of clerical appoint- 
ment. 


A comparison of the bill with the es- 


timates upon which it is based, and 
with the expenses for the same Depart- 
ment in the current year, shows the fol- 
lowing results: Estimates for 1883, $21,- 
175,904; amount appropriated by the 
bill, $19,691,047; decrease, $1,484,855; 
amount appropriated for the cuiruut 
year, $19,040,679.

Lapsed Railroad Grants. 


A Chicago Times special from Wash- 


ington says: The House Judiciary Com- 
mittee has had before it nearly all Win- 
ter the subject of lapsed railroad grants. 
The Texas-Pacific and Northern Pacific 
Railroads are the roads in which specu- 
lators hav<i been the most interested. 
Th* concessions given railroads involved 
enormous tracts of land, and if they 
were taken away from the corporations 
now, on account of not having fulfilled 
their contracts, the result would be dis- 
astrous to tho stockholders. A sub- 
committee having this in charge has de- 
cided upon the general report upon thu 
subject. This report will probably sat- 
isfy the stockholders of the Pacific 
road. A full committee will probably 
adopt the report of the sub-committee. 
The report states in effect that these 
grants have lapsed, but that the en- 
enforcement of the penalties lies with 
the courts and not with Congress. It 
suggests, also, that a few of the smaller 
roads in the South, whose companies 
have virtually gone out of existence, 
shall bs proceeded against, and the 
books of these practically defunct cor- 
porations be again thrown open to the 
public. The effect of the recommenda- 
tions will be to relieve the roads which 
exhibit any ability or willingness to 
complete their work, by 
permitting 


them to retain their grunts. The case, 
if remanded to the courts, will involve 
so much delay thut the roads will have 
ample time to get throuah with the 
work, and probably defeat any contem- 
plated reversion of the lands to the 
Unite 1 States.

ELKO, Nov., May 8, 1882. 


A personal observation of several of 


the counties of Northern Nevada re- 
cently made has convinced me that the 
State is not at present in a very flourish- 
ing condition. It is useless now to dis- 
cuss the accuracy of any of the numer- 
ous causes assigned for the apparent 
decay. The principal cause, however, 
is indisputable. 
The mines all over 


the State have failed for several years to 
yield in accordance with the expecta- 
tions based upon former productions. 
This partial failure has carried with it 
a corresponding depreciation of values, 
and a withdrawal of all kinds of inci- 
dental business ne longer necessary to 
sustain the former mining activity. 


EPIiEKA 


Possibly may be considered an exception 
to the general statement that none of 
the mineral districts of Eastern Nevada 
jave fulfilled the magnificent anticipa- 
tions of their discoverers. 
Not that they 


are absolute failures, or likely to become 
such. Austin, 
Unionville, 
Paradise, 


Lewis Cherry Greek and Fioche still re- 
tain a considerable mining population, 
hopeful and industrious, and the time 
may soon come when a mineral resur- 
rection may restore the old-time cheer- 
fulness. In Elko county Tuscarora is 
not the bustling town of five years ago, 
but it is still considered a good camp, 
and liable to speedily become a better 
one. Bat we look in vain for the once 
Bonrishing Mountain City, Cornucopia, 
Mineral Hill, Sprucement aud Buel 
which predicted great things ten years 
ago; and even Bullion City, in Railroad 
district, is still a plant of slow growth. 


The slow, steady tide of emigration 


toward the north, east, and south, 
shows a lack of faith in any immediate 
revival of business activity. This con- 
stant drain of population, of course, 
carries with it a corresponding injury to 
:he teaming, mercantile and agricultural 
interests, destroying the demand, and 
causing a general spirit of unrest and 
uncertainly. These northern counties 
of Humbolclt and Elko have particularly 
suffered from this cause. Three years 
ago 


THE EMIGBATIOX 


From Nev ada set strongly toward Wash- 
ington Territory; two years ago toward 
Arizona and Colorado; last year toward 
Wood Eiver and Mexico; and this Spring 
Idaho and Montana are recruiting from 
Northern Nevada, particularly Wood 
Eiver, Butte City und the Yellowstone 
being the' favorites. I find this true 
among the resident population here, 
and expressed by the large number of 
passengers cm the railroad northward 
bound. First impressions formed along 
the line of the Hnmboldt river are gen- 
erally unfavorable of the country. The 
scenery is not inviting. Dusty, sage- 
brush plains, backed by black, frowning 
mountains, are not attractive. 
Thj 


stranger recalls tho tales of the M9ers, 
closes his window -with a jerk, and 
loses his curios,itjf iu something more 
cutertaiuiug than rocks und artemisia. 
This continues most of the year. Sage- 
brush may hove a lively green lor a 
coupla of months, but tbe Spring is late 
and short. In fact, it can be said to 
scarcely exist at all. Winter jumps 
suddenly into Summer; storms aud 
chilly winds arejspeedily succeeded by 
excessive heat. In June tbe hills are 
bright with flowers, aud the river banks 
gresn with willows. In September all 
is brown ugain, hot and dusty. In the 
western part of tbe State, about Reno 
and Carson, the Summer cornea earlier 
and stays longer; bat as far east as Elko 
county frosts are not unlrequeut even 
iu August, though seldom doiug much 
damage for a month later. This Spring 
tho season is over 


A MONTH BEHIND TIME, 


And can harJly be said to have yet put 
in an appearance anywhere in Nevada. 
Snow at this date atill marks the line 
along the mountain ranges of the Huui- 
boldt, but the main valley is dry, and 
occasionally dusty. But hidden away 
behind those gloomy mountains in the 
distance there are hundreds of fertile 
valleys undreamed of by the stranger. 
Paradise and Quiu River, in tluiuboldt, 
and Ruby, Lumoille, Clover and Inde- 
pendence, in Elko county, are Jotted 
with the homes of farmers whose isola- 
tion has been compensated by gradual 
prosperity, evidancej by improvements 
that would do credit to any country; 
supported by home markets m adjacent 
luiuing towns, aud the increase of sheep, 
horses, hoj>s aud cattle. If some of 
these anxious emigrants from . the East 
who load ilia care and tramp tbe tit-s 
ooultl be persuaded that anyone along 
the line of tho nulrond could possibly 
speak the truth, perhaps more of them 
would liucl thasu vulleys and go to work 
at $25 or $35 per month. A good work- 
man can get these wages at this season 
of the year. B,ut agriculturists here are 
mainly dependent on homo labor. A 
iiiuD bound for California usually goes 
to S>in Francisco and fares worse; the 
old settler stays on his ranch and raises 
barley. This business was, however, 
overdone lust year. Too mauy connued 
themselves to barley alooe. The de- 
mand fell off. the prices full down, aud 
a general growl followed. Now they 
have commenced plowing for the crop 
of J8S2, nud aotae havft grown wiser and 
dftermiued to add a little wheat to the 
grist. Eureka has been the usual mar- 
ket for biirley raised in Elko, but the 
price h.is so depreciated that aoma wus 


are natural and immense 
pastures. 


Thousands of cattle ar« annually driven 
to Wyoming Territory, and shipments 
frequently made to San Francisco and 
Chicago. England's roait btef is large- 
ly fattened on Nevada's table-lands, 
California capitalists have found con- 
siderable use for their money in tbia 
business. Many industries are subor- 
dinated to this interest. 
Many old 


issues and antagonisms, fonght over 
and settled long ago in California, have 
been, and to some extent still are, lire 
questions in Nevada—the rights of set- 
tlers and of land monopolists; water 
privileges; fenco or no fence. 
Such 


questions as these have more or less, at 
different times, agitated the people, and 
made or unmade parties and'politicians. 
These issues are gradually settling 
themselves satisfactorily by the settlers 
allowing the stookowners cattle to tear 
their hides into rags against barb-wire 
fences, or by the settlers themselves be- 
coming stockowners in a smaller way. 
Necessity as well as inclination com- 
pelled this course. As a general rule 
the stock interest has been more suc- 
cessful in the Legislature and in the 
Courts than the opposition. Its ener- 
gies were better concentrated, strong in 
the power which wealth gives over many 
employes dispersed and personally in- 
different, and over interests and affairs 
remotely or indirsctly interested. Such 
aa influence must always possess a 
financial and political power even with- 
in a State as distinctively classed as 
mineral as this. More than once, united 
to the other 


DISCONTENTED ELEMENTS, 


It has materially assisted to change the 
political complexion of the State. The 
defeat of Tritle in 1879, of Dr. Hszlett 
in 1874, and the election of Governor 
Bradley, was not due to any change of 
political sentiment. A community of 
interest and strength of personal associ- 
ation between Republicans and Demo- 
cratic land claimants and cattle owners, 
had more to do with it than popularly 
supposed. When these political inter- 
ests have combined the other way. as in 
some more recent Senatorial elections, 
they were, of course, invincible. Dur- 
ing the past year stock men have baen 
unfortunate. The Winter was long and 
severe. 
The thermometer at Halleck 


went down to thirty degrees below zero, 
and the snows were deeper than for 
many years. Cattle were starved and 
frozen by the thousand. Estimates of 
losses are generally above the mark, es- 
pecially jtist before the Assessor is ex- 
pected; but reasonable men acquainted 
with th» country estimate the loss in 
Elko county at from 25 to 40 per cent. 
From Battle Mountain eastward and 
northward the severity of the Winter 
proved the most disastrous, aud especi- 
ally about Halleck, Wells, Mary's River, 
and the Bruneau. The name of Nevada 
was misapplied to this State. It is 
usually not an exceedingly snowy re- 
gion. Being from 3,000 feet above the 
sea, to 10,000 feet in its higher peaks, 
it is cold, dry and healthy; but more 
snow falls in any Eastern State in tbe 
same latitude than here. 


THE SIEBBA NEVADA BAKGB 


Walls out and drains the damp Califor- 
nia winds of most of their moisture be- 
fore they reach Ihe dry basin of the in- 
terior. Southern Nevada, in fact, is 
sensibly affected by the dry and rainy 
seasons of Arizona and Mexico. Hum- 
boldt aud Elko counties receive more 
than the average rain and snowfall. 
They are affected by the moist winds of 
the Columbia river that break through 
the Cascade Range at *he Dalles, wet 
with Oregon mints and the Chinooks of 
Washington Territory. Thunder storms 
and snow are more frequent in the 
northern portion of these two counties 
than elsewhere, tbe streams are larger, 
the grass more luxuriant, and wild fruits 
are abundant. Here, too, in the Bru- 


eau mountains, is the largest and 


finest body of pine and spruce timber 
in the Stale. This rango is the sports- 
man's paradise in the fall, for anything, 
from a trout in the river to a bear in 
the brush. Just now the inclinations 
of its neighboring residents naturally 
turn to satisfying their bodily appetites 
with the first ruu of salmon. Thus 
striking a balance-sheet, these three 
lending interests of the State, locally 
considered, have materially equalized 
the general losses and profits. 
It 


leaves these two northern counties with 
a reduced rate of taxation with an aver- 
age assessment, and a reasonable pros- 
pect of a permanent future, available, 
at least, to the numerous children now 
•growing up within tlioui.
